struction, maintenance and drouth re- | 
lief expenditures. | 

Relief expenditures in Georgia in 
1931 were placed at $15,128 and in 
1930, $7,474. It was estimated 
$5,487 will be spent between January 
and June, in 1952. 

Prospective Expenditures. 

Prospective expenditures for the 
first half of 1932 were subdivided as 
follows: Public buildings and lands, 
$126 980,000 : construction other than 
buildings and construction work by 
the engineer corps, $95,737,000; works 
under direction of engineer’ corps, 
$40,000, 000; repairs and maintenance, 
$37,283,000; roads, $73,593,000.

It was with the aid of $300.000,000

remainder by a syndicate headed by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. While the re- 
cent credits have failed to bolster the 
pound sterling as hoped, they are said 
in banking circles to have greatly 
eased the situation. 

The fresh financial crisis in London 
is attributed primarily to unsettle- 
ment in Holland, Switzerland and 
Sweden, which have been forced by 
difficulties at home to recall large 
balances customarily kept in London. 
Bankers here say very little. money 
has been withdrawn from London by 
Americans recently, and dismiss as 
absurd reports publishéd ‘in British 
newspapers that American speculators 
have conducted a bear raid on sterling. 
As conditions have tecome more un- 
settled in London in the past few 
days, some foreign exchange traders 
have naturally endeavored to sell ster- 
ling short, but have been discouraged 
On Saturday, sterling ca- 
bles fell only to $4.84 3-4, against a 
low of $4.83 touched in July. 

Turned to New York. 

The world turned more to New 
York for financial leadership during 
the unsettlement in London in the 
postwar deflation of 1920, and may 
do so in the present crisis. Describ- 
ing the situation in London, one of 
America’s leading bankers today said: 

“London’s ordinary strength as a 
financial center has in this instance 
been a weakness, by reason of the fact 
that London is the only international 
market where the securities of almost 
every country on the globe are listed 
and find -a market. Such securities 
from every part of the world have re- 
cently been dumped on the London 
markets and the proceeds withdrawn, 


months been urging partial -devalua- 
tion of the pound and a certain de- 
gree of inflation. 

Protective Tariff Seen. 

One effect of today’s measures, some 
bankers here feel, may well be to in- 
crease the clamor in England for a 
protective tariff, so as to cut down 
the import of commodities and reduce 
the balance of payments for foreign 
goods. American bankers will watch 
with interest the debate in parliament 
tomorrow and the criticism to which 
the new nationalist government will 
be subjected, because of its now con- 
fessed inability to protect sterling at 
par. 

The volume of British external debt 
in the United States is estimated at 
about $500,000,000. In contrast to 
both her internal wealth and foreign 
investments, this is but a tiny frac- 
tion, and bankers point out that she 
could well recall some of her foreign 
investments to meet her commitments 
here if necessary. 


The net value of Great Britain’s na- 
tional wealth was estimated in Novem- 
ber, 1930, by Sir Josiah Stamp at 
more than $90,000,000,000. Her for- 
eign investments have been estimated 
in recent years as high as $20,000,- 


It is because of the one-time domi- 
nant position of London as the world’s 
banker that many British financial 
authorities have stood out stoutly for 
restoring the British pound sterling 
to its pre-war value in gold, and hold- 
ing it at that figure. Such countries 
as France, Italy and Belgium made 
no such effort, finally stabilizing their 
currencies at much lower values than 
before the war. 

The Keynes School of “Economic 
Thought has maintained that the 1925 
valorization of the pound on the pre- 
war basis imposed a severe hardship 
on British industry and British debt- 
ors generally, and feel that a valoriza- 
tion at a substantially lower level 
would greatly reduce the, burdens of 
Britain’s internal debt and the costs 
of doing business generally, and may 
hold the key to final economic recov- 
ery.
